Mineral Grants as Eiection- 
oering Agents. 

Sinoe the "hftndwriliug on the wall" 
has ooavinoed the people that the 
downfall of the local Belsbazzar is at 
hand, information of astounding ia- 
stanoes "of official irregularitieB aro be- 
ginning to accumulate. Hopelessly 
bad as the Texadft inquiry proved the 
Ministry to be, we were scarcely pre- 
pared for the late disgraceful expose 

, -with respect to the sale and transfer 
of the cofferdam contract. That was 
certainly a barefaced transaction; but 
it seems to be part and parcel with 
nearly all the acts of the Chief Com- 
missioner since ho took oflSce. The 
difficulty which somo porsons have 
exporieiicoil iu geitin^ (Jrown Grants 
lias been only equalled by (lie facility 
•with which other persons got them. In 
the matter of Texada it was proved 
that a party on the Island who had 
staked off their chiinis, and were ao 
tually in possession, w(>ro ri-l'iised cer- 
tificates, -whilst a party w lui liad 
never been on the) ground iunl 
who applitd snbsequently received 
certificates almost witliout asking for 
them — found them already made out 
for them! For some time grants for 
large ti'acts of mineral laiuls had been 
applied for in Canlioo disi.rict witli 
slight, if any, succchs. Every cm- 
ceivable obstacle was thrown in the 
way of the applicants. The delay ex- 
asperated the miners and when the 
Attorney General wont back for re- 
election last fall he found nearly 25 
large companies composed of from 
eight to twenty men each prtinounced 
in their hostility to the Government. 
Within a week after he had reached 
the district twenty-three Crown grants 
for Mineral Lands wore di^ijiatcdied to 

. Gariboo from \'ictoria and tlialriluiled 
among the disalVectetl miuers! This 
statement seems too asluur.ding for 
belief. Yet it is strictly true. Ijot 
the House search the Land Oliice 
records and conti-ast the dates of the 
giants with the date of the election. 

Thompson H.iver bridge- 

We present another nut for the 
committee of public accounts to crack. 
In 1874 James Macintosh was awarded 
a contract to construct a bridge at the 
confluence of Fraser and Thompson Riv- 
ers at a figure slightly in excess of $8,000. 
The plan proved defective, and when 
two piers had been put in position the 
first rush of high water carried them 
away. Before this occurred the con- 
tractor was paid hy the government 
$4,0U0 on account of the >!S IIUO and 
odd. After the disaster he camo to 
Victoria and without fresh tenders 
having been asked, made a new con ■ 
tract with the Chief Commissioner to 
construct the brid;;o fur the sum of 
$13,500. This sum, on its face, does 
not appear an out-uf tiic-way figure 
for the work; but let the committee of 
public accounts and the House bear 
in mind that a principle affirmed and 
reaffirmed by the House ot having all 
jjublic work awarded to the lowest 
bidder was violated in this instani;e; 
nnd then let them add the .ft.diXi paid 
on account of the lirst contriict, and 
they will liad the prime co.^t of the 
bridge to be about §18,000, indepen- 
dent of superintendent's fees. That's 
the way the money has gone, lioijour- 
able gentlemen. Hero a liUlo, iuul 
there a little; until tlic Province has 
reached the end of her linancial teUici', 
and is about to bewail in sackcloth 
and ashes the evil day when she con- 
fided to Walkem, Beaven & Co. her 
purse. Some people say — they may 
or may not speak the trulh -that the 
highly favored contracior in Uns p;o- I 
ticular instance is an iniluential p ili- 
tician of Yale District, and thai lie 
passed polling day canvassing for the 
government candidates — according to 
agreement.

The Lost Faoifio. 

A lata number of the Banner of Light, 
a paper published at Boston iu tho inter- 
est of bpiritiiaiism, oontiiins what pur- 
ports to bo 11 message from Honry Keller, 
"lost in tho ocean," delivered through a 
niedintn at Newcastle, Pennsylvania. The 
message does not say by what catastrophe 
tho spirit loft tho body, but a Henry 
Keller of San Francisco, with his wife 
and child woro lost with tho Pacific. The 
spirit says: "I was Henry Koller; Lizzie 
Keller was ray wife; Mnbol Keller was 
niy babe. My wife was 21) years old, and 
i "was 33. My babe was 9 months. There 
was a shock, not shal l) or harsh, ii dull 
thud, as it w(5re; tho noi.so and confusion 
of voices above weio followed by tho 
rush of waters. Wo sank, and for a per- 
iod of timo conseiousuoss was not mine. 
When I griulually awakmiod, I wasaiuai; 
ed to iiud my wife and child, looking na- 
turnl as before. I was bewildered. Bho 
looked at me, and I looked at hor. Memo- 
ry came little by littlo, and told mo of tho 
acciclont that had happened, that wo had 
been drowned, were now dead." The 
lues.sago goes on to describe how he hoard 
a voiof! bidding him bo hopeful and checr- 
liil, etc., and how ho drew bis wifci am) 
child to hiin and they nestled in his bo- 
som. The names given correspond with 
thoso of tho Koller family. Mrs. Keller's 
bcxly was found and brought to Yiotoria, 
whence it was sent to San Francisco for 
interment. The events connected with 
tlio Paeirtc disa.stor and tho name.4 of th.) 
vietims have been widely published, and 
there is no security, t irrcd'ore, against 
deception on the part of any iiiedium who 
inaj' linvo road the det.iils of tho wreck 
an.l tho names of the passengers.

All of them are ih« 
best specimens of the ouildron of the for- 
est. Capt. McDonald put them through 
a scries of uiancDuvres in tho Lightning 
Drill, wliich they exeeuteil so rapidly at 
the tap of II drum that tho eyo could 
scarcely fill 1(1 w tlieni ; so beautiful and 
stirring ill t lieir eil'ect and ])ietureKipie 
positions that we were taken l)y surprise. 
Tho Indiana wero drilled in marching, 
wliceling, bayonet exercise, skirmishing, 
receiving cavalry, rolling and manual of 
arms. Tlio men ami wenieii throughout 
the exorcise actod like autdmatoiis and 
gave the liigliest sati-faotioii f.ir the pre- 
cision and ii?ady e.xeculion of their move- 
ments. Aftiu- till! drill Cajd. :deDonald 
put the Indians through sixteen diU'erent 
jiyramids, forming tho moat picturesque 
jiositions with the agility of old profes- 
sional acrobats. Afttr tho pyramids the 
Indians went through an ludian war 
d uice, which both squaws and mou oxe- 
euted ill tiieir savage like iniiiner. .-Vfte: 
tho war <liU)co came the Indian I'east td' 
Firo, whioli oon.'<ists of eating tire, drink- 
ing burning naptha, devouring burning 
toroiies, breathing smoko and fire, and 
palling long poles trom their mouths. 
'Twas one of the moat startling perform- 
ances wo ever witnessed. When tho fire 
feast was over tho Indians took their 
places and oxeculod a grand ribbon dance, 
]Uilling a number of yards of diirereiit 
colored libbons from each other's mouths 
iluriiig tho dauco. There seemed to be no 
end to the quantity of ribbons they took 
from their mouths, and where it all came 
from we cannot surmise. Their costumes 
aro among tbo most gorgeous that have 
over been seen on any st.igo. C.ipt. .Mo- 
D.juald has spared no expenso to make 
his company of Indiana the shining stars 
of the world, and he deserves credit for 
liaving succeeded so well in so short a 
time with such new and raw material. We 
were fairly (diarmod with tho precision of 
all their inotions, their strict attention 
and tlieir clock-like movements. The 
performance lasted over two hours. '
